H. Sam Priest, president of | 
the Board of Police Commis- | 
sioners, told the Post-Dispatch | 
he would be “very much inter-| 
ested” in the report. He said he 
thought strengthening the crime 
laboratory was of prime im- 
portance in a plan of action 
against the risifg crime rate. 


Technicians Needed. 


“We need additional skilled 
technicians in the departnient,” | 
he said. “It may not be neces- 
sary to attach as many as 16 
more men to the laboratory, | 
however. Without depleting the | 
ranks of patrolmen, we could. 
teach a greater range of skills 
to patrolmen so they could work 
with the laboratory in gather- 
ing evidence.” | 

Priest and other St. Louis, 
police cfficials agreed yesterday 
with Prof. O. W. Wilson, dean 
of the school of criminology at 
the University of California, 
that the first step in improve- 
ment of the St. Louis depart- 
ment must be to raise salaries. 
Wilson was in St. Louis 
Priest’s invitation to study 
police problems here. 

Following a tour of police 
headquarters, Priest told re- 
porters the paramount idea de- 
veloped was that quality of po- 
licemen was more important 
than quantity. 


“The dean says, and the 
board agrees,’ Priest said, 
“that you cannot attract com- 
petent people and keep them 
without paying salaries com- | 
parable to those paid in private | 
industry. The St. Louis depart- | 
ment has lost many men who. 
would have preferred to stay 
had the salaries been higher.” 

Training Possibilities. 

Priest said Wilson thought it 
was possible te strengthen spe- 
cialized services of the depart- 
ment without lessening the pa- 
trol force. This could be done, 
he said, by training patrolmen 
who now have no technical 
skills. They could then be 
used from time to time on spe- 
cial assignments. : 

The board. president, who 
took office Feb. 2 along with 
Russell L. Dearmont, Ken- 
neth Teasdale and Alphonse G. 
Eberle, board members, said he 
would consider the possibility 
of giving premium pay for 
laboratory technicians to make 
additional study worthwhile. 

Wilson, who has a distin- 
guished background as a prac- 
tical policeman, stressed the 
need for police technicians, He 
cited the Oakland (Calif.) police 
department as a fine example 
of a department which is mak- 
ing best use of its crime 
laboratory. Oakland has two 
college-trained laboratory men. 
They in turn trained enough 
men so that qualified tech- 
nicians are available in the pa- 
trol force at all times.

THOMASVILLE, Ga., Feb. 12 
(AP) — President Eisenhower's 
doctor said today the Chief Ex- 
ecutive had “a little rough 
throat” as a result of a Janu- 
ary cold. 

But the White House phy- 
sician, Maj. Gen. Howard M. 
Snyder, indicated he is not 
worried about it. And James C. 
Hagerty, Mr. Eisenhowet’s press 
secretary, told reporters the va- 
cationing President is “feeling 
fine.” He has been shooting 
quail and playing golf. 

Reporters noted today that 
the President was coughing a 


bit. Asked whether Mr. Eisen- 
hower had a cold, Snyder 
replied: 


“No, but he has had a little 
cough for some time. He 
caught a little cold at the (sec- 
ond term) inaugural last month 
and it has left him with a little 
rough throat.”

‘Throats Cut, Knife by 
Mother’s Side—She 
Had Received Psy- 


chiatric Treatment. 


The bodies of Mrs. Norman | 
Robertson and her three small | 
sons, their throats cut with a 
butcher knife, were found yes- 
terday in their Wood River 
(Ill.) home. Mrs. Robertson had 
received psychiatric treatment 
following the birth of her 


youngest child last year, rela- 
tives said. 

Helen Andrews, 12-year-old 
sister of Mrs. Robertson, found 
the bodies at 3:30 p.m. when 
she stopped at the Robertson 
home, 111 South Thirteenth 
street, on her way home from 
junior high school. 

Mrs. Robertson, 25 years old, 
was dead on the bathroom floor, 
a 12-inch butcher knife at her 
side. Mark, 642 months old, lay 
face down in his crib. His 
brothers, David, 4 years old, | 
and Eric, 3, were on a bed in 
another room. The children | 
were clothed, except for shoes, | 
and apparertly had been placed | 
in bed for afternoon naps. 

No Notes Found. 

No notes were found in the 
comfortable two-story frame 
house. A trail of blood stains 
led from the children’s bed- 
rooms to the bathroom. Edwin 
Marks, Madison county deputy 
coroner, said Mrs. Robertson 
apparently sat on the edge of 
the bathtub, and fell backward 
from the tub. 

G. N. Andrews, father of Mrs. 
Robertson, said his daughter 
had been a patient at Renard 
Hospital, psychiatric institution 
in the Barnes Group, following 
the birth of Mark. Andrews 
said Mrs. Robertson had suf- 
fered post pregnancy depres- 
sion, but appeared nbdrmal and 
happy after returning home. 
Andrews, an employe of the 
Shell Refinery, lives on the 
refinery grounds at Roxana. 

Complained of Headache. 

Mrs. Andrews visited her 
daughter early yesterday after- 
noon, leaving the home about 
1:30 p.m. She said Mrs. Rob- 
ertson appeared normal, al- 
though complaining of a “ter- 
rific headache.” 

Two hors later Mrs. Andrews 
received word of the tragedy 
from a neighbor of the Robert- 
sons, to whom Helen Andrews 
reported finding the bodies. 
Mrs. Andrews telephoned Dep- 
uty Cordner Marks. 

Robertson was at his work at 
Vocational Counseling Service, 
a United Fund agency, in St. 


found. He told authorities his 
wife had never given any indi- 
cation of violence. Renard Hos- 
pital records show Mrs. Robert- 
son was a patient there from 
Aug. 22 to Sept. 9. Hospital 
personnel declined to discuss 
her condition. 

Wood River police and Dep- 
uty Coroner Marks said the 
evidence indicated that Mrs. 
Robertson killed her sons, then 
took her own life, The inquest 
has not been set.

Israel to his proposel that the 
United States give public assur- 
ance of free passage for Israeli 
ships through the Gulf of Aqaba 
in return for the withdrawal of 
Israeli troops from the Aqaba 
area and the Gaza strip. 

Dulles’s sudden move was in- 
tended to avert the threat of 
sanctions against israel which 
were being pressed in the United 
Nations by the Arab-Asian bloc. 
The Israeli Government has re- 
fused to withdraw without first 
obtaining guarantees,that Israeli 
shipping would not again be 
subject to. Egyptian attack and 
that there would be protection 
from commando raids launched 
from the Gaza strip. 

The Dulles proposal was 
made yesterday in a formal text 
handed to Israel's Ambassador 
Abba Eban during a discus- 
sion at the’ State Department. 
Eban’s first reaction was favor- 
able and he immediately sent 
the text to his government at 
Tel Aviv. It is expected a reply 
will comé perhaps by tomor- 
row. The Ambassador seemed 
today to be confident the reply 
would be favorable. 

No Firm Pledge From Nasser. 

Thus by his unexpected dec- 
laration, which would presum- 
ably be made public at the 
same time Israel announced its 
willingness to withdraw troops 
from the two areas it still holds 
after the attack on Egypt of last 
October, Dulles seems to have 
avoided the unhappy choice of 
voting for sanctions or seeming 
to side with a stubborn “aggres- 
sor.” The Secretary does not, 
however, have any firm pledge 
from President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser of Egypt that Nasser will 
permit Israeli ships to pass 
Pe through the disputed 
~

While Dulles 
in his talk with the Israeli am- 
bassador did not promise to as- 
sure free passage for Israeli 
ships through the canal, he in- 
dicated he would try to bring 
this about also. The latter will 
be far more difficult to achieve 
since Nasser continues to assert 


‘Egyptian rights over the Suez 


waterway. 

The essence of the Dulles 
proposal is that the United 
States will react to any effort 
to close the Gulf of Aqaba to 
free passage of all ships. But, 
as the Secretary made clear to 
Eban, this was not to be inter- 
preted as a challenge to Egypt. 
He told the ambassador he had 
every reason to believe Nasser 
would not reject this concept, 
but he could not report Nasser’s 
attitude from his own knowl- 
edge. 

The situation is so delicate 
that Dulles in presenting his 
proposal to” Eban wanted to 
avoid anything like a challenge 
that would give Nasser an ex- 
cuse to react with a gesture of 
defiance. Presumably because 
he does not want to talk off the

ATOMS-FOR-PEACE 
CHARTER RATIFIED 
BY SOVIET UNION 


MOSCOW, Feb. 12 (AP)—The 
Soviet Union has ratified the 
charter of the International 
Atomic Agency. The newspaper 
Pravda said Russia was the first 
nation to take such action. Rat- 
tification was announced in a 
Supreme Soviet decree dated 
Feb. 9. 


The agency is designed to 
promote the sharing atomic 
materials and knowledge for 
peaceful purposes. It is an out- 
growth of President Eisenhow- 
er’s 1953 atoms-for-peace pro- 
posals before the U.N. and is 
expected to begin operating 
this summer. 

An 82-nation conference last 
Oct. 23 unanimously adopted 
the charter and representatives 
of 70 nations signed it, on Oct. 
26. On Jan. 11 the United Na-

Brownell reviewed events 
leading to creation of the com- 
mittee in his annual report to 
the President and the House on 
operations of the Defense Pro- 
duction Act of 1950.

Saud said the Gulf of Aqaba 
was of great importance to 
Arabs and Moslems and “no ag- 
gressor should be’allowed bene- 
fit .by his aggression.” The 
Sharm El Sheikh area control- 
ling the gulf was seized by Is- 
raeli forces in their October- 
November invasion and still is 
held by them, 

Saud also termed the ques- 
tions of Palestine, Algeria and 
Yemen matters of great interest 
to him and said he hoped they 
would be settled by peaceful 
means.

These “new friends,” in the 
words of the newspaper adver- 
tisement, are “harder, slyer, 
fmore unscrupulous and more 
dangerous.” 

To the Asian and African 
delegates here, this campaign 
has distinct racial overtones. 
Asia and Africa is ‘colored.’ 
Western Europe is “white.” 

Some Simple Arithmetic. 

Furthermore, as pointed qut 
by the same Asian and African 
delegates, and also by members 
of the United States delegation, 
the “choice” thus offered the 
United States ignores some 
basic facts which can be ex- 
pressed in simple arithmetic. 

There are in the U.N. a total 
of 80 nations. Of these, 27 are 
members of the Asian-African 
group. The next largest group is 
the Latin American group, with 
20 members. On many issues, 
notably those involving colohial- 
ism and economic development, 
the two groups tend to vote to- 
gether. Their 47 votes constitute 
a clear majority. 

Again these 47 votes are 20 

votes, at the most, in Western 
Europe, North America, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and the 
Union of South Africa. 
' Moreover, it is precisely the 
Asian and African group which 
has been increasing in member- 
ship in the U.N. New members 
admitted at the current session 
included seven in the Asian- 
African group. ; 

It does not seem to the United 


States delegation that attempt- | 


ing to ignore the Asian-African 
group in the U.N. is a practical 
proposition; though the tempta- 
tion—as in our vere quali- 
fied support for France on the 
Algerian issue—is still strong to 
do s0. 
Quite aside from the arith- 
metic of votes in the U.N., the 
strength of the Asian- 
African group represents some 
fundamental realities of the last 
half of the Twentieth Century. 
Chief of these is that people— 
as people, with or without mili- 
tary or economic power — are 
demanding an increasing voice 
in the world’s affairs. The de- 
mand is growing louder. 
Most of the world’s people, 
of course, live in Asia and 
Africa. The latest population 
estimates by the statistical of- 
fice of the U.N. are instructive. 
The world now has a total 
population of nearly 2,700,000,- 
000. Of this total a clear ma- 
jority—about one and a half bil- 
lion—lives in Asia alone. Africa's

equal voice. 
Recalls U. S. History. ° 
There is, as .the scholarly 


chief delegate of Burma, U Pe 
‘Kin, pointed out to the writer, 
an interesting parallel between 
this development and similar 
developments in the United 
States and Britain. 

“In the United States,” said 
Pe Kin, “the Senate was sup- 
posed to be the instrument of 
the rich and well-born, exercis- 
ing decisive authority. In prac- 
tice, such authority has been 
shared with the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Senate itself 
has been democratized. 

“In Britain, likewise, the 
House of Lords has lost its au- 
thority to the House of Com- 
mons.” 

To Pe Kin, and to many other 
Asian and African leaders, the 
views being expressed here by 
Christian Pineau, the French 
foreign minister and most out- 
spoken opponent of the Asian- 
African group, are similar to 
those expressed in Eighteenth 
Century America by Alexander 
Hamilton. ‘ 

“Hamilton,” said Pe Kin, 
“thought the American people 
was a ‘great beast." Who agrees 
with him now? I am sure that 
the fears of the Asian and 
African people expressed by 
Pineau soon will seem as absurd 
and outdated—they are out- 
dated already.” 

How Bloc Was Organized. 


Because the Asian- African 
group of nations includes the 
majority of the people of the 
world, and vast resources in 
oil, uranium, tin, rubber and 
rare metals, and because im- 
mediately it holds—in the U.N. 
and outside—a kind of balance 
of power between the United 
States and Soviet Russia, it is 
important to know how this 
group was organized, and how 
it operates. 

In the Korean war, which 
profoundly disturbed many nma- 
tions, even though most of 
them were not directly in- 
volved, an informal’ system of 
consultations grew up, in New 
York, during sessions of the 
U.N. General Assembly. Most 
of these consultations were held 
at the Manhattan homes of 
Asian delegates. Gradually, 
Middle Eastern as well as Asian 
delegates were included. As 
time went on, these Asian and 
African delegates became con- 
vinced that a more formal, and 
higher level, consultation might 
be desirable. 

The difficulties of policy co- 
ordination within this group 
were—and are — formidable. 
Within the U.N., the Asian- 


| African group includes three 


main sub-groups: The Arab 
“bloc”, the “uncommitted” na- 
tions of southeast Asia, and 
those countries, both in Asia 
and in Africa, which are firmly 
committed to support of the 
United States. 

Furthermore, the biggest fac- 
tor in all Asia—Communist 
China—was not even a member 
of the U.N. 

Despite these difficulties, a 
little less than two years ago a 
group of leaders from 29 Asian 
and African countries met at 
Bandung, in the uplands of 
Java. This was known as the 
Bandung conference, or more 
properly, the Asian-African con- 
ference, At this conference, the 
heads of state, or in a few cases 
their immediate representatives, 
reached a broad and general 
understanding on some of the 
outstanding issues which con- 
cerned their own people in par- 
ticular, but also the people of 
the rest of the world. 

Fears in West. 

Some Western leaders have 
expressed profound fears that 
the Bandung conference was the 
beginning of a process of the 
majority of the people of the 
world “ganging up” on the rest. 
In practice, there has been as 
yet very little to justify such 
fears. 

Asians and Africans, as they 
emerge from obscurity to the 


central stage of world affairs,- 


exhibit the same virtues—agd 
frailties—as other human be- 
ings. They have produced some 
outstanding leaders, as Jawa- 
harlal Nehru of India, U Nu of

The United States was repre- 
sented on this t annual oc- 
casion by the charge d'affaires;

Our casual approach to this 
great although sometimes irri- 
tating nation appears to most 
educated Indians as almost cal- 
culated indifference.

The New Gas Barrage 


The oil and gas industry is now attempting to 
write legislation for the American people. 

Edward F. Woods, Post-Dispatch Washington 
correspondent, reports that a gas industry group 
representing Standard Oil of Indiana and other 
firms held a series of closed-door meetings in 
New York, and on Feb. 1 produced an 18-page 
document. This document was not just a report 
or a protest. It was a proposed amendment to 
the Natural Gas Act. It was not delivered to 
Congress, but to Jerome Kuykendall, chairman 
of the Federal Power Commission. 


In short, the gas lobby drafted the bill for the 
Administration which appointed Mr. Kuyken- 
dall. Neither President Eisenhower nor his ap- 
pointee believes that the FPC should regulate 
gas production prices. They have said as much. 
And the lobby’s bill would require the FPC to 
show more concern for the industry it is sup- 
posed fo regulate than for the public it is sup- 
posed to protect. 

The proposed bill would give the FPC the 
guise of gas regulation, but would also permit 
the agency to authorize price increases in orig- 


* Inal gas contracts or in escalation agreements. 


The bill would permit FPC to consider the 
“reasonable” market value of gas, but it would 
prohibit FPC from considering a producer's 
costs in determining what is reasonable—a re- 
jection of customary regulatory practice. 


The bill would allow states, cities or local gas 
companies to protest gas price increases, but it 
would not require producers to demonstrate any 
need for them—another departure from sound 
regulation. 

This is taking the lid off federal gas regula- 
tion. Under such a bill, the FPC would still hold 
the line on gas pipeline charges, and state 
agencies would hold the line on local utilities’ 
distribution charges. But who would hold the 
line on the price of the gas that goes through 
those pipelines and local utilities to the Ameri- 
can home and factory? 

Harry Wrench, president of the Minneapolis 
Gas Co., says, “It’s worse than the Harris-Ful- 
bright bill.” Mr. Wrench, a local utility man, at- 
tended one New York meeting and was told by 
the gas producers, “If you don’t agree you don’t 
belong here.” 

The gas gang is growing bolder despite two 


vetoes of previous bills and disclosures of arro- 
gant lobbying. Last year brought revelations of

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Scientist From Hungary 

Dr. John von Neumann, a member of the 
Atomic Energy Commission who has died at 
the age of 53, was a man who served his adopted 
country brilliantly in both peace, and war. He 
was the human brain behind the giant electronic 
brain that made it possible for the United States 
to develop the hydrogen bomb before Soviet 
Russia. 

A world-famous mathematician, he left Hun- 
gary in 1930 because he felt his chances would 
be better in the freedom of the United States. 
One of the Los Alamos group of scientists. who 
developed the atomic bomb, he became ac- 
quainted with J. Robert Oppenheimer, the pio- 
neer‘atomic scientist. He spoke in Dr. Oppen- 
heimer’s defense when the atomic scientist was 
being investigated as a potential security risk. 


Later, when Dr. von Neumann’s appointment to 


the AEC was awaiting confirmation, he did not 
hesitate to repeat his testimony. Although Dr. 
Oppenheimer was adjudged a security risk, Dr. 
von Neumann’s appointment was unanimously 
confirmed. 

He was stricken with cancer shortly after he 
joined the AEC in 1954 but his life work was 
recognized with the $50,000 Enrico Fermi Award 
last April. The name of Dr. John von Neumann 
should remain an inspiration to the hundreds of 
Hungarian refugees who have been admitted to 
the United States since last October.

high school must pay $325,000 
damages because of injury to 
one of its football players yes- 
terday was called “a ” by 
H. V. Porter, secretary the 
National Federation of State 
High School Athletic Associa- 
tions. Porter said that such 
court action “could happen only 
in California.” 

The jury verdict, revealed 
yesterday at Redding, Calif., 
went against the Dunsmuir 
Joint Union High School Dis- 
trict and in favor of Anthony L. 
Welch, injured in 1955 in a foot- 
ball scrimmage. He was para- 
lyzed from the hips down. 

The suit was filed by the 
boy’s mother and she originally 
asked for $672,000. 

“In quite a number of states 
such suits have been filed, but 
I don’t know of any case where 
damages were awarded,” said 
Porter. “It could happen only 
in California where a state law 
is written in such a way that 
eourts can hold a school liable. 
If this kind of thing were: ap- 
plied throughout the nation, it 
would make it virtually impos- 
sible for schools to operate. 

“It is my understanding that 
the whole Dunsmuir school dis- 
trict is not worth the total of 
the damages awarded and the 
amount is equal to three years 
of operational expenses. 

“The whole case shows just 
how far some courts will go in 
attempting to award damages— 
they will go to absurd 
It cerdtainly would be quite tun- 
usual if this case is not ap- 
pealed. se 

“Such awards could make the 
cost of insurance so high it 
would be prohibitive.”

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TAX MONEY RETURNS TO STATES AS AIDS

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BENSON HITS AT SOFT 
WAGE SETTLEMENTS 


Says Farmers Are Hurt 
Most by Increases That 
Exceed Productivity. 


SPOKANE, Wash., Feb. 12 
(UP)—Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra T. Benson said last night 
that “soft” settlements in wage 
disputes are increasing infla- 
tionary pressures. 

In a speech at a farm forum 
here, he said wage increases 
which exceed productivity gains 
“hit farmers harder than any 
other group.” 

Benson said farmers have a 
saying that “collective bargain- 


ing means that labor and indus- | 


try bargain together and then 
collect from us.” 

“There is much truth in this 
saying, and I think that every- 
one in the country is concerned, 
not just farmers,” Benson added. 

“When there is, as now, strong 
demand for industrial products 
and a tight labor market, ‘soft’ 
settlements of wage disputes are 
all too frequently made, with 
wage increases outrunning gains 
in productivity,” he said. 

“These increased costs are 
passed forward to consumers in 
the form of higher prices, and 
backward to producers of many 
raw materials, especially farm 
products, in the form of lower 
returns. 

“The adverse effects of soft 
wage settlements hit farmers 
harder than any other group, 
because farmers lack bargaining 
power.” 

Benson warned that unless la- 
bor and industry voluntarily 
help to check inflation, it may 
be necessary to “resort to 
stronger measures.” 

In Washington, Senator Fran- 
cis Case (Rep.), South Dakota, 
said in a speech prepared for 
Senate delivery that Admini- 
stration cuts in farm price 
guarantees “will bring the 
country into a depression that 
will not only ‘curl your hair’ 
but singe every segment of our 
national anatomy.” 

Case said under the policy 
followed by Secretary Benson 
“a so-called farm program be- 
comes only an anesthetic to 
lessen the pain of going broke.” 

Representative George  S. 
McGovern (Dem.), South Da- 
kota, charged Benson was “ap- 
plying economic sanctions 
(punishment) to the American 
farmer.” Declaring the Admini- 
stration apparently has decided 
farmers “should pick up the 
tab” for its Middle East pro- 
gram, he told the House: “This 
is one more indication the Ad- 
ministration is not interested in 
the farmer except during elec- 
tion year.” 

Representative Ed Edmonson 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, said the 
farmer already is caught in “a 
general depression” and is 
“struck @ body blow” by Ben- 
son's action.

Osteoarthritis 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


RTHRITIS is one of the leading causes of disability. 

The most common form is osteoarthritis. Here are two 

sample letters that indicate the widespread nature of 
the disease. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: 
Would you be able to tell 
me if there,is any help or 
cure for osteoarthritis? 
Are you supposed to just 
let the disease take over 
and make a cripple out of 
you? Isn't there anything 
you can do besides take 
pills? ‘MRS. K. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I 
am a man in my thirties 
and recently was advised 
that I have osteoarthritis 
of the spine. Can you tell

me something about arthritis? Is it a disease or is it a mal- 
function of the body chemistry? Can diet, exercise or drugs 
help? What can be done to stop the spread of this condition 


to other joints? MR. J. J.

ANSWER: Osteoarthritis is an old disease. Evidences of 
it go back thousands of years. In our present population 
over the age of 40, a good estimate is that nine out of 10 
have it in some form. True, many are pain free and not 
aware that they have it until routine X-rays reveal typical 
bony changes in the joints. But millions have sufficient 
“aches and pains” that require medical attention. 

What causes it? We don’t know, exactly. In other words, 
there are many factors rather than one factor that enter 
into the picture. My own experience bears out the belief 
that obesity predisposes) to the condition. My thin patients 
rarely used to complain of disabling pain even though 
X-rays showed changes in their joints. 

I would tell overweight people to take off weight and 
thus remove an extra load from their weight-bearing joints. 
Many an obese woman with osteoarthritis of her knees would 
improve without any special treatment after taking off 30 
or 40 pounds. I cannot stress this point too much. 

You will note I haven't said: “Better get those teeth 
out.” I shudder when I think of how many teeth were sac- 
rificed in the past with the hope that their removal would 
help the arthritic patient. 

x *« * 

WE DOCTORS AGREE that “joint strain” is a causa- 
tive factor. Also we know that osteoarthritis is influenced by 
metabolic and endocrine changes in the body. But exactly 
how and why we don’t know. 

In osteoarthritis, for one reason or another, there is a 
“wear and tear” on the cartilages between the joints. When 
these become frayed and weakened the bones try te take up 
the strain by enlarging. 

Usually osteoarthritis comes on gradually unless pre- 
cipitated by injury. It affects usually the terminal joints of 
fingers, shoulders, spine, knees or hips. Prolonged activity 
aggravates the pain. That is one reason I believe one of the 
better treatments is warning the patient against undue 
fatigue. 

The most important part of the treatment is reassuring 
- the patient that this type of arthritis will not cripple him. 
That's what most people are afraid of. 

-Ten grains of aspirin four times a day is the drug of 
choice. If aspirin, rest, heat and proper braces do not help 
the condition, a good orthopedist will find ways of relieving 
you by injecting a cortisone drug directly into the painful 
» joint.

Y MOTHER finally found a 
M sma apartment in a build- 

ing called Earl’s Court not 
far from the Warfield house. We 
were as hard-pressed as we had 
ever been, for the income from 
Mr. Rasin’s trust fund no longer 
came to my mother after his 
death. 

The thought of going to col- 
lege never occurred to me—it 
just didn’t exist for girls of my 
upbringing. In fact, not a single 
girl from my class at Oldsfields 
went to college. Nor did I ever, 
at what might have been for 
me a fruitful moment of choice, 
give a thought to finding a job 
and earning my own living. 
Baltimore girls of my genera- 
tion were not sent to school to 
learn vocational skills. 

What, then, was life supposed 
to hold for us? The answer, in 
a word, was mafriage. 

However, before a Baltimore 
girl could be consjdered eligible 
for marriage she had to make 
her debut. This presented a 
problem, in view of our strait- 
ened circumstances. Fortunate- 
ly, Uncle Sol came to the fres- 
cue. My uncle was president 
of the Continental Trust Co. 
One afternoon, he sent word 
that he wanted me to drop by 
his office for a visit. 

After telling me how pleased 
he was by my good showing at 
school, he remarked, “Natural- 
ly, your mother is making ar- 
rangements to bring you out 
this winter.” 

“Yes,” I answered meekly. 
“At least she hopes to be able 
to make the arrangements.” 

“Good,” said Uncle Sol. “I 
want you to know the kind of 
life your father would have giv- 
en you if he had lived. I shall 
help, of course.” 

As I left his office, he kissed 
me on the forehead and pressed 
something into my hand, some- 
thing crumpled into a small 
wad. I dared not open my hand 
until I was outside. There were 
two $10 bills. This was the be- 
ginning of a strange, intermit- 
tent, and commendable practice. ' 

To be presented at the Bache- 
lor’s Cotillion was a life-and- 
death matter for Baltimore girls 
in those days. This was a men’s 
club, formed in the middle of 
the last century, that corres- 
ponded in tradition and pur- 
pose, to the Philadelphia As- 
sembly and Charleston's St. 
Cecilia Balh 

By custom the first two cotil- 
lions of the season were recog- 
nized as coming-out balls, and 
the first one was deemed the 
more desirable. The invitation 
list for the initial cotillion was 
strictly limited; and the issuing 
of invitations was awaited in a 
state of suspense bordering on 
agony. 

One morning in October, 
1914, the mailman put into my 
hand a large envelope of fine 
texture that I instantly recog- 
nized. I was one of the fortun- 
ate 47 invited that year. From 
that moment until the cotillion 
on Dec. 7, I was lost to all other 
earthly considerations. 


By decree of the Governors, 
each debutante was permitted 
to invite two or three partners 
chosen from among the sub- 
scribers to the cotillion. In 
common with most of the other 
girls, I chose two of my rela- 
tives. My cousin Lelia Gordon 
had married a gallant Marine 
Corps officer, Maj. Gen. George 
Barnett. I asked him to be one 
of my partners, no doubt also 
having in mind the dashing fig- 
ure he would cut in uniform. 
My other choice was my cousin 
Henry Warfield. 

By the afternoon before the 
ball I was a nervous wreck. El- 
len, the seamstress who made 
my white satin gown, came to 
the apartment to help me dress 
and to deal with any last-minute 
alterations. By the time she 
declared herself satisfied, she 
was as excited as I. “Miss Wal- 
lis,” she declared, “I almost feel 
as if I were going to that co- 
tillien myself.” 

x* * * 
Y mother who had reveled 
in supervising the prepara- 
tions, agreed that Ellen had 
come as close to perfection as 
one could hope. 

The cotillion was held at the 
Lyric Theater. Uncle Sol had 
generously proffered the use of 
the Warfield Pierce-Arrow for 
the octasion. In it, with my 
mother, Cousin Lelia, Gen. Bar- 
nett, and Henry, I made my 
progress in style to the scene. 

Where the orchestra pit and 
seats normally were, a ballroom 
floor, polished until it shone, 
now filled the entire space. 
Forming a crescent around the 
room was a solid wall of boxes, 
one for each debutante and 
each banked with flowers of 
her choice. 

Directly in front of me ma- 
terialized a group of Governors 
and their wives. After exchang- 
ing greetings and with the Gen- 
eral in firm command of me, 
we made our way to our box, 
It was festooned with Ameri- 
can Beauty roses matching the 
bouquet Henry had given me. 
A moment later the band struck 
up the first one-step, “Otaki.”

The cotillion was on. 

Gen. Barnett danced me out 
with the air of a soldier who 
is doing his duty. But one for- 
mality was necessary before I 
was officially “out.” The floor 
was cleared, then we 47 girls, 
each with our partners, and led 
by the Senior Governor, made 
a slow, measured march around 
the ballroom. 

What happened after that 
was all a dreamy haze of music 
and laughter. Fortunately I did 
not lack for partners, and grad- 
ually, as my mervousness wore 
off, I found myself hoping it 
would never end. 

The round of balls, dinner 
parties, and tea. dances contin- 
ued through the winter and into 
the spring. Our lives revolved 
around a now all but departed | 
institution — the chaperone. 
Even when two couples went 
out together, a chaperone was 
always included. I doubt that 
any Baltimore girl of my age— 
and I can certify the fact on 
my own account—ever went to 
a restaurant alone-with a boy. 

It never occurred to us ‘that 
we lacked freedom as today’s 
younger generation now mea- 
sures its freedom. The subtle 
effect of being under the sur- 
veillance of a chaperone, I see 
now, was to emphasize the im- 
portance of marriage and to 
stimulate the desire for it. 


Also, the gap between the 
generations was far deeper and 
wider than it is today. I think 
today’s more natural relation- 
ships are far better, but some- 
thing has been lost. Seldom do 
I witness nowadays the pro- 
found respect that my genera- 
tion had for our elders. 


The end of my debutante 
year was marred by sadness. 
My grandmother suffered a fall 
and broke her hip. After the 
accident, she contracted pneu- 
monia. One day as I sat beside 
her, she said, “Wallis, I shall 
never get out of bed again.” 
She never did. 

On one of my last visits she 
gave me a long story about the 
meaning of conscience. She 
compared it to a mirror. She 
said it was a mirror that only 
I could see, and that I must 
look into it carefully at least 
once a day. I have never for- 
gotten that talk. 

One morning, my mother 
awakened me with the news 
that my grandmother was dead. 
There came over me a feeling 
of deep sadness. Ours had been 
an extraordinarily deep and en- 
during relationship; and it was 
again, I think, intimately tied 
up with my whole feeling of re- 
spect for my elders. My grand- 
mother had done much to try 
to give me some true wisdom 
about life. All her days she had 
practiced what she preached, 
and had herself been the best 
example of her teaching.

We agree with North’s de- 
cision to simply raise in no- 
trump. rather than explore via 
Stayman for a 4-4 heart fit, 
what with his 4-3-3-3 distribu- 
tion and honors in all suits. 

Against threa,no-trump West 
opened normally — his fourth 
best diamond. Declarer decided 
to win with dummy’s queen and 
tackled hearts, leading low to 
his queen. West won the king 
and now made the shift which 
could have defeated the con- 
tract. He led the club deuce, 
dummy followed, East won the 
ace and South innocently played 
the king. 

One club trick would only 
get South up to eight tricks; 
he still had to set up the hearts. 
But in the meantime, if clubs 
were continued, the defense 
would garner two hearts and a 
minimum of threesclubs to de- 
feat the contract. Hence South's 
spectacular play. 

East reacted as South nad 
hoped. The drop of the club 
king only made sense to East if 
South had the king and the 
queen, as also seemed likely on 
the no-trump bid. East thus d 
cided to play declarer for tha 
club holding and not x and 
an original diamond holding of 
A-J-5 

So ‘East shifted back to dia- 
monds, firmly convinced that 
was what his partner had put 
him in for. Declarer triumply 
antly won with the king and 
knocked out the ace of hearts. 
West then cleared the diamonds, 
retaining his club queen, but de- 
clarer now had his nine tricks, 
entirely without the club suit— 
four spades, two hearts and 
three diamonds. 

Had South not had the imagi- 
nation to drop the club king 
East would almost surely have 
continued the sult and defeated 
the hand. East's partner had 
led the deuce and declaref’s 
holding would have been read- 
able to*him.

HE agreement between King 
Saud of Saudi Arabia and 


ments will exert efforts to set- 
tle justly the problems of the 
Middle East by peaceful and 
legitimate means with in the 
United Nations Charter” and 
that “they assert their firm 
opposition to the use of force 
in any form as a means of set- 
tling international disputes.”

It 
might be almost more merciful 
to shoot them than to force 
them to die by starvation.

HE manna of Europe is 

taken from ash trees which 

grow in southern Europe, 
especially in Italy, Sicily, Aus- 
tria, Hungary and Greece.

July or August (when the 
weather is dry) men make cuts 
in the bark, and a thick juice 
slowly fills up the cuts, This 
juice is gathered, and is valu- 
able for use in medicine.

A. Insects known as “manna 
insects” cut the tender bark, 
and the small openings which 
they make let the sweet juice 
come forth. This juice may be 
compared to the sap of the 
sugar maple, which provides 
maple syrup and sugar. 


In the Bible we read that the 
Israelites suffered from hunger 
while they were crossing a 
desert area on their way to the 
Promised Land, and found man- 
na covering the ground. They 
ate the manna and their hunger 
was satisfied.
